Officers reporting for duty will be as- 
signed to companies and will receive prac- 
tical instruction in all the various ele- 
ments of coast defense work. 

The opportunity to gain such valuable 
instruction should appeal most strongly to 
all Reserve Coast Artillery officers who 
can afford the time to get away for from 
three to five days, and the experience will 
be of great value and benefit to them. Bed- 
ding and quarters will be provided at each 
post. All the personal effects an officer 
needs during the tour of duty can be car- 
ried in a suitcase or valise. It will be 
an excellent opportunity for Reservé offi- 
cers to spend a part of their vacation at 
nilitary posts delightfully situated on the 
sea,

Largest U.S. Air Ship Makes 7-Hour 
Night Flight, Akron to Aberdeen 


HE recent flight of the TC-2 from 
its point of manufacture at Akron, 


I Ohio, to its present station at Ab- 


erdeen Proving Grounds, Md., marks an- 
other step in the progress of lighter-than- 
air aviation. 

The performance of the ship itself was 
excellent from start to finish and the mis- 
sion of the flight was carried out without 
any serious delays or hindrance whatso- 
ever, due in large part to the skilful 
handling of the ship by the Army crew. 

The airship is a sister ship to the TC-1, 
lately destroyed at Wilbur Wright Field, 
Dayton, Ohio, and represents the largest 
type of ship constructed in this country. 
It was manufactured by the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Co. of Akron, Ohio, and is 
one ¢f four similar ships being constructed 
by that company. 

Although the altitude of the flight was 
4,500 feet, there was no inconvenience ex- 
perienced by any members of the crew in 
the open car which is 40 feet long. The 
shifts in piloting were limited to two 
hours each so as to give all of the crew 
an opportunity to handle the new ship. 

The flight began at 11:30 p.m. Thurs- 
day, May 31, and lasted for a period of 
seven hours, a landing being mae at six 
e’eicck the following morning at Aber- 
deen. ° 

For those who have never flown at 
night. without definite points on which to 
establish their course, it is of interest to 
explain how a ship can start out seemingly 
blindly and arrive at its destination. Re- 
liance must be placed in the compass and 
other instruments with which the ship is 
equipped, and due allowance is made for 
wind direction and the speed of the craft, 
both of which will cause the ship to drift 
from its course. A few minutes prior to 
taking off, the last words in direction and 
velocity of the wind are given to the offi- 
cer commanding the ship. Computations 
are rapidly made to determine the drift 
and actual speed over the ground that the 
ship would make, and the reading of the 


compass to be followed during the night is 
then determined. 

Inasmuch as cities, rivers and moun- 
tains were on or near the path of the 
flight, the computed location of the ship 
and the height of the ground, above sea 
level, at the end of each hour were care- 
fully noted. For example, it was deter- 
mined that at the end of the first hour the 
ship was to be flying over ground 1,200 
feet above sea level; at the end of the 
second hour, 1,400 feet above sea level; 
third hour, over three mountain tops 
3.500 feet above sea level. The pilots 
were then instructed that the altitude of 
the ship would be so regulated that the 
ship fly at least 1,000 feet altitude all dur- 
ing the night. 

The ship was taken off 300 pounds 
“heavy,” which means that the handling 
crew shoved the car upward as far as 
possible and the ship was given the maxi- 
mum headway before being able to settle 
to the ground. It was circled upward in 
the darkness, with all of its lights show- 
ing and from the ground the ship looked 
very much like an ocean steamer as it ap- 
pears in the night. 

From the viewpoint of those on board 
the ship as it plunged upward into abso- 
lute blackness, the only visible points were 
the lights -in the hangar below, which 
showed up in the night. The ship made a 
wide circle around the hangar as orders 
read not to proceed on the course until 
everything had been tested and found to 
be in good order, and the ground crew re- 
mained in position until the ships headed 
away on its course, in case of an emer- 
gency. Everything was found to be 
working satisfactorily, and the ship pointed 
her nose in such a direction that the com- 
pass showed 120 degrees and the flight to 
Langley Field, Va., began. 

As soon as the ship was under way, 
everything on board was made as dark as 
possible, with the exception of the nec- 
essary navigation instruments. Here and 
there scattered groups of lights were

Army Riflemen 
Making 
Great Records 


34th Infantry Qualifies 
97.07 Per Cent. 


HE 34th Infantry, U.S.A., Col. H. 

S. Wagner, stationed at Camp 

Meade for the summer training 
camps, has just completed its target sea- 
son, making the remarkable average of 
97.07 per cent. for the entire regiment. 
Five out of the eight companies firing 
made a perfect record of 100 per cent. 
qualification. 

This record is considered excellent by 
the regimental commander, Col. Wagner, 
in spite of the various difficulties met with 
during the preliminary season. Fatigue 
calls made upon the regiment during the 
early spring months were so heavy that it 
was practically an impossibility to get 
more than two or three squads per com- 
pany out to drill. At least once a week 
for each battalion, due to guard and fa- 
tigue, there were as few as twenty or 
thirty men available for drill from the en- 
tire battalion. For these reasons the bat- 
talion and company commanders are to 
be heartily congratulated for the percen- 
tages made. 

The 1st Battalion, commanded by Maj. 
©. S. Little. and the 2d Battalion, com- 
manded by Maj. J. W. F. Allen, each qual- 
ified 98.06 per cent. Two companies in 
each battalion each qualified 100 per cent. 
In the Ist Battalion, Co. A, commanded by 
Capt. L. C. Wheat, and Co. B, commanded 
by Capt. W. H. McCutcheon, jr., each 
made 100 per cent. In the 2d Battalion, 
Co. EX, commanded by Capt. Alfred Mil- 
lard (now regimental adjutant), and Co. 
G, commanded by Capt. E. H. Malone, 
each made 100 per cent. Headquarters 
Co., commanded by Capt. Hugh Barclay, 
also made a 100 per cent. qualification. 

In the consolidated table given below it 
will be noted that out of 342 men. who fired 
all but ten men qualified. There were 118 
experts, 123 sharpshooters and 92 marks- 
men. All officers in the regiment qualiled.

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Sixth Engineers Qualify 
96.6 Per Cent. in Shooting 


HE 6th Engineers, U.S.A., stationed at 

Camp Lewis, Wash., has made the re 
markably high record of 96.6 per cent. in 
shooting during this year’s target season, 
a record which is a great improvement 
over the two previous years. The per 
centage of qualification in 1921 was 41.8; 
in 1922, it was 64.6, and in 1923 it made 
the big jump to 96.6.

WHAT IS WRONG WITH THE NAVY 
MEDICAL CORPS? 


To THe Epiror: 
‘THE shortage of Navy medical officers 
and the inability to fill the Medical 
Corps even on a “peace-time” basis or 
strength, which is only two-thirds of its 
normal authorized strength, has become a 
very serious question. Despite the most 
strenuous efforts of the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, very few young medical 
men can be induced to enter the corps, 
while resignations from among those of 
three, four and five years—or even longer 
—service continue. 

There is something radically wrong to 
cause such a_ state of affairs, and the 
query “What?” becomes very pertinent. 

From considerable experience. as_ well 
as length of service, in the Navy, the 
writer believes that the following condi- 
tions are the fundamental underlying 
causes of such an tnsatisfactory condi- 
tion in the Navy Medical Service. 

The basis of the whole matter is discon- 
tent due to unjust and unfair discrimina- 
tions against medical officers, by present 
laws and regulations. 

Class A medical schools require four 
years of medicine before graduation, with 
a preliminary education practically equiv- 
alent to a B.A. degree, and one year in- 
terneship following four years in medi- 
cine. 

This raises the age of those entering the 
Medical Corps to the equivalent age of 
graduates of the Naval Academy who are 
senior lieutenants. A medical officer en- 
ters the Service with the rank of junior 
lieutenant, with no credit for any of the 
time spent in securing his education, at 
his own expense. Naval Academy gradu- 
ates are credited with the time spent at 
the Naval Academy, towards their total 
length of service for retirement purposes 
(30 years’ service), if not for purposes of 


pay. 

Medical officers were formerly credited 
with six years’ constructive service (five 
of which also counted for purposes of pay 
and which ought also to be counted for 
purposes of retirement), but now they do 
not get this. A medical officer entering 
the Service at 30 years of age will have 
to serve until he is 60 before he can re- 
tire, after 30 years’ service. A line offi- 
cer entering the Naval Academy. at 17 
or 18 years of age, can retire at 47 or 48, 
after 30 years’ service. 


Causes of Discontent. 


The promotion system is the greatest of 
all causes of discontent. Promotion with 
“running mate” in line up to lieutenant 
commander and above that by selection, is 
the béte noire of the Service. 

It is the discontent among the captains, 
commanders and lieutenant commanders, 
but especially the two latter, that is un- 
dermining the morale of the entire corps. 

The causes of this are two: 

First—Selection, which, if carried out 
as it should be, would be ideal, but has 

roven in practice to be, in a large ma- 
tony of cases, promotion by favoritism, 
and not by real worth as it should be. It 
is one of the most vicious things ever im- 
posed upon the Medical Corps, without 
any excuse whatever. It has always been 
easy enough to get rid of undesirables 
either physically. mentally, morally or 
professionally, if it had been desired to do 
so. Selection. with its “star chamber” 
proceedings, which can not face the light 
of day and passes over good all-round men 
for favorites, is indefensible from any 
standpoint whatever. 

Second—Slowness of promotion. Medi- 
eal officers, in every grade, are closer than 
line officers of the same grade and fre- 
quently older than line officers in the next 
grade above them. There are at present 
medical officers in a grade below line offi- 
cers who had not graduated from the Na- 
val Academy (and in some cases had not 
even entered the Naval Academy) when 
they entered the Service. 

: If promotion were accelerated and selec- 
tion done away with up to and including 
the grade of captain, practically all dis- 
content would be done away with and all 
medical officers would work enthusiasti- 
cally to get the corps filled and keep it 
filled and contented. 


The Remedy. 


_ The matter can easily be remedied in 
either one of two ways, and it should be 
done at once. 

First.—Have “running mate” promo- 
tion up to and including the grade of cap-

selection from among those captains of 
not less than 30 years’ service. 

Second.—Have promotion by length of 
service, as in the Army Medical Corps, up 
to and including the grade of captain, 
with promotion to rear admiral by selec- 
tion from those captains of not less than 
30 years’ service. 

Medical officers upon entering the Ser- 
vice should be given the rank of senior 
lieutenant, as is done in the British navy. 
If they were, the following would be con- 
sidered to be the proper time to spend in 
each grade before promotion to the next 
higher grade: Lieutenant, 5 years; lieu- 
tenant commander, 10 years; commander, 
7 years, or a total service of 22 years be- 
fore reaching the grade of captain, which 
is the present length of time after gradua- 
tion from the Naval Academy for line offi- 
cers to become captains. If continuing to 
enter as junior lieutenants and spending 
three years in that grade, it would make a 
total of 25 years’ service before reaching 


the grade of captain. Even this would be 
much better, than it is at present. 

With the older men in the Service, the 
question of pay is not so intimately con- 
cerned with that of rank (i.e., the differ- 
ence in pay between a captain and a com- 
mander after 30 years’ service is only 
$250 a year), but the rank is desired for 
the purpose of putting him on an official 
basis or standing to which his length of 
Service, age and professional standing en- 
title him, so that he does not become 
junior in the higher grades to those who 
had been his junior in the lower grades, as 
it is at present in numerous cases. 

Conclusion: The following are essential 
for the establishment and maintenance of 
a proper esprit de corps; credit for five 
year’s service for retirement, promotion 
on an equality with the line, duty and 
quarters assigned commensurate with rank, 
length of service and professional stand- 
ing.

Objection Made to Change 
in Insurance Provisions 


M“!: B. Q. JONES, Air Ser., U.S.A, 
under date of Manila, P.I., sends the 

ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL a copy of the 

letter he sent to the President of the Army 

Mutual Aid Association with a request 

that the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL pub- 

lish the same. The following is the letter; 

President, 

Army ‘Mutual Aid Association, 

Washington, D.C. 

Dear Sir: 

I have just received a notification from the 
Philippine representative of the Army Mutua] 
Aid Association that any member killed as re. 
sult of an airplane accident or who dies as 
result of injuries received in a flying accident 
will have his insurance reduced at the will of 
the Executive Committee of the Association by 
any amount up to include 50 per cent. of the 
whole unless the member has elected to pay 
the increased premium up to 100 per cent. 

I joined the Association upon graduating 
from the Military Academy in 1912, in re. 
sponse to the representations of the then gee. 
retary of the Association. The one strong 
feature of the Association has been no unjust 
discrimination against any member of the Ser. 
vice, no matter what may be the nature of the 
duty performed. At that time I expected | 
might join the Air Service. I became a mem- 
ber of the Army Mutual Aid Association so | 
might leave some insurance to my beneficiary 
in case of accident. Had I had any suspicion 
at that time that such measures might bd 
adopted as has just been passed in your Article 
1X, *‘Deatus from Airplane Accidents, Benefits 
and Assessments,’’ I would certainly not have 
become a member, but would have taken out a 
policy with one of the many reliable civilian 
insurance companies that would have afforded 
my beneficiary the protection of insurance, no 
matter what might have been the nature or 
occasion of my death, 

It was not so long ago—1920 if I remember 
correctly—that agents of the Army Mutual Aid 
Association impressed most forcibly upon mem- 
bers of the Air Service that the Army Mutual 
Aid Association was the only insurance to be. 
secured by aviators except for the Government 
War Risk Insurance at the normal premium. 
From the very inception of aviation, wide- 
awake civilian insurance companies have exer- 
cised that prevision essential to success and 
introduced clauses into their policies which in- 
creased the premiums for parties engaged upon 
aviation duties or who expected to be engaged 
upon those duties within a certain specified 
period, 

The simple application of the law of aver- 
ages by the management of the Army Mutual 
Aid Association and an application of common 
sense business prevision could have made that 
management aware of the financial stress 
which the inclusion of aviators into member- 
ship might have entailed upon the Association. 
This faculty could not have been exercised, in 
fact, it must have been entirely neglected to 
have occasioned the campaign of soliciting and 
encouraging members of the Air Service to 
join the Association under the inducement of 
no increased premiums due to increased haz- 
ards of flying. 

Article IX, just adopted, not only places a 
stigma upon members of the Air Service, but 
is bound to react detrimentally upon members 
of the other Services and discourage them from 
participating in occasional flights. A great 
number of officers in the Army have no other 
insurance than the Army Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion and the War Risk, consequently a de- 
crease in their insurance by $1,500 is bound 
to react detrimentally to the interests of the 
Service through discouraging an active interest 
in the Air Service by members of other Ser- 
vices. 

The minor membership of the Association— 
and this ineludes not only members of the Air 
Service, but anybody who may have the will- 
ingness to participate in its hazards—have had 
their faith betrayed by the passing of a meas- 
ure as retroactive in effect as Article IX. 
There are certain ethical standards of con- 
tractual relations which cannot be violated 
without injury to the major body. Such, I am 
sure, will be the ultimate result of this action 
by the Association. ‘ 

The prestige and reputation for good faith 
of the Army Mutual Aid Association will not 
profit by such methods of retrenchment as ev! 
denced by the passing of Article IX, which 
‘‘welches’’ its agreement with every member 
of the Army Mutual Aid Association, whether 
he be in the Air Service or not, who pays the 
supreme penalty as result of a flying accident. 
This action by the Association destroys the 
good faith of its contract. Unless this prim 
ciple of good faith is rigidly adhered to, the 
Association itself will suffer. How will mem- 
bers know, of the Association ‘‘welches 0 
a contract of this nature, that it will not 
‘‘welch’’ again if presented with sgrious losses 
in another quarter? 

The Association has not so many members 
likely to be kilied through flying accidents that 
its membership cannot stand the small addi- 
tional assessments necessary to carry the bur- 
den of responsibility solicited by its agents and 
entered into in good faith by those member 





mostly affected by this Article IX. No pee 
insurance company in the world could — 
to adopt such tactics as have been adopted 


the Association, if it expected to continue ™ 
existence. 

To alter conditions influencing future ¢™ 
tractual relations is sound business and is 
recognized by all. This should have been the 
action of the Association. It is not yet 7 
late, before too much damage is done, to wit 
draw Article IX and substitute in its place 
one that is not retroactive, but which W 
affect only future contracts.

THE THREE “AGES” OF SHOEMAKING

HANDBOOK for the War Depart- 
ment General Staff, which has the 


A approval of Secretary of War, 


Chief of Staff, chiefs of the branches and 
bureau chiefs, it is believed, will remove 
the last vestige of misunderstanding which 
has been responsible, from time to time, 
for friction in the War Department. The 
handbook, as is stated in the. foreword, 
takes the position that a General Staff 
oficer “must know not only what his busi- 
ness is, but what it is not. In so great 
and so complicated an orgenization as the 
War Department, no one can overstep his 
bounds without damage to the whole.” 

This is given as an explanation for the 
somewhat extended scope of the manual. 
It is fifty-three pages of closely typewrit- 
ten document with charts to illustrate the 
organization of the War Department. 

The handbook was originally prepared 
at the direction of Brig. Gen. C. H. Mar- 
tin for the use of G-1, but as the work 
progressed it became apparent that it 
should be submitted to. the other branches 
of the General Staff as well as the chiefs 
of branches and services. In the course 
of the discussion of it, the suggestion was 
made that the original memorandum 
should be broadened in its scope so as to 
cover the entire War Department organ- 
ization. It is the first time that the 
details of the duties of officers on duty in 
the War Department have been defined in 
an official memorandum. The handbook 
will be distributed to the corps area com- 


manders, as they are affected by its pro- 


visions. 

In the first chapter, the relations be- 
tween the War Department General Staff, 
the Secretary and the corps area com- 
manders is described. It is contended 
that the members of the General Stac are 
not in line of command. The Secretary 
of War, the Chief of Staff and the corps 
area commanders are in line of command. 
of the General Staff in their proper 
The members of the General Staff only act 
in an advisory capacity or carry out the 
command of the Secretary or Chief of 
Staff. In the course of the chapter it is 
set forth: 


CHAPTER I 


Under the law (1) War Department General 
Staff officers are charged with preparing plans 
for national defense, and in addition they ‘‘ren- 
der professional aid and assistance to the Sec- 
retary of War and the Chief of Staff.’ 

The relations of the Secretary of War with 
the War Department General Staff, as they are 
set forth in the law, are in accord with all 
military experience, which is that one-man re- 
sponsibility and one-man command are funda- 
mental to military organization. The War De- 
partment is a one-man command. And the one 
man is the Secretary of War. No efficient mili- 
lary organization ever was or ever can be com- 
manded by a committee or a council or a staff. 
The War Department General Staff is not in 
oe Ene of command, though the Chief of 
Staff is. 

_ Next to the Secretary and the Chief of Staff 
in line of command, reporting directly to the 
War Department and issuing orders in their 
own names, are corps area and department com- 
manders, commanders of various independent ac- 
tivities, such as the General and Special Ser- 
vice Schools, and, in time of war, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief at General Headquarters. Each 
of these commanders has his own separate and 
distinct sphere of initiative, within which he 
operates and commands and establishes his poli- 
cies, subject only to the authority and co- 
ordination of the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Staff. Chiefs of branches likewise have 
their spheres of activity and initiative and 
are subject only to the authority and co-ordina- 
— of the Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff. But chiefs of branches are not in the 
~ of command, except as to their own office

of thought. The foremost of these are the As- 
sistant Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff (1). To six others the Secretary of War 
and the Chief of Staff have, by Army Regula- 
tions Nos. 10-15, delegated a very definite por- 
tion of their power to make decisions. They 
are the Deputy Chief of Staff and the heads 
of the five General Staff divisions. Each is em- 
powered, within the limit of his own particular 
responsibility, to issue orders through The Adju- 
a General in the name of the Secretary of 

ar. 

In the following paragraph the duties 
of the Assistant Secretary of War are set 
forth, as they relate to the General Staff: 


The Assistant Secretary of War, under the 
direction of the Secretary of War, is charged 
with the supervision of the procurement of all 
military supplies and other business of the 
War Department pertaining thereto, and the as- 
surance of adequate provision for the mobiliza- 
tion of material and industrial organizations 
essential to war-time needs (1). His duties are 
largely quasi-military or non-military and his 
office is not under the supervision of the Gen- 
eral Staff. 

In describing the operation of members 
of the General Staff in their proper 
sphere, the handbook sets forth: 


It is the business of a General Staff officer 
to know whose affairs he is handling and to 
eonsult accordingly. Concurrences are the in- 
dices of co-operation, as well as the measure 
of the tact and the persuasiveness of the General 
Staff officer. A chief of branch, like a General 
Staff officer, is charged with the duty of advis- 
ing the Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff 
(1), and on all matters affecting his own 
branch he is entitled to have his opinion pre- 
sented. The recommendations of the Chiefs of 
Branches, as well as those of the other divisions 
of the General Staff, must be solicited by Gen- 
eral Staff officers preparing studies. This so- 
licitation and consequent recommendation may 
be formal and through The Adjutant General, 
or by personal visit, telephone or informal memo- 
randa. Communications requesting or announc- 
ing changes of War Department policies are 
transmitted through The Adjutant General. 

The status of a War Department General 
Staff officer—other than one of the seven hav- 
ing special authority—may be illustrated by a 
reference to the organization of civil courts. 
There is an official of the court known as a 
referee. He is an assistant to the judge and is 
delegated by him to hear particular cases which 
the judge is too busy to hear in person. For 
purposes of collecting evidence the referee has 
all the authority of the court. He can summon 
witnesses and require them to testify. But there 
his authority ends, and when all have been 
heard, the arguments submitted and the case 
closed, the referee submits to the judge, not 
a decision, but a recommendation with a sum- 
mary of the evidence. The judge then decides 
the case upon the evidence submitted, though 
influenced, of course, by the recommendation 
of the referee. The anxiety of the parties to 
the case with reference to the honesty, intelli- 
gnce, thoroughness and professional ability of 
the referee is readily understood. 


In describing the work and organiza- 
tion of the General Staff giving the func- 
tion of each division, the handbook says: 


Officers of the War Department General Staff 
write policies for war and peace. Until ap- 
proved by the Secretary, or one of the seven 
officers entrusted with a portion of his power, 
such policies have no official existence. War 
Department war plans might perhaps more cor- 
rectly be called ‘“‘War Department policies for 
war.” Policies for peace, under which the 
current business of the Army is conducted, must 
not only be written and interpreted, but excep- 
tions to them must be made. As a_ general 
rule, only the commander who promulgates a 
policy interprets it 6r grants exceptions. The 
General Staff recommends the necessary interpre- 
tations or exceptions to War Department policies. 

In peace the War Department, like all other 
great organizations, conducts most of its daily 
business in accordance with established policies. 
By these policies a multitude of questions are 
decided, and there is order and reason and 
steadfast movement towards an end. Every sub- 
ordinate commander, though guided by the poli- 
cies of his superiors, has his own individual 
sphere of: initiative, within which he creates 
policies and grants exceptions to them. For 
any exceptions to the policy of a superior, the 
subordinate must appeal to the creator of that 
policy. 

It is to be understood that there must be 
exceptions to all policies in which the human 
factor is involved. If there were not, the or- 
ganization would become a mere bureaucracy, 
cruel, insensate and inhuman, often defeating 
its own best interests by the uniform applica- 
tion of its own rules and regulations. 

The War Department General Staff is organ- 


ized into five divisions: G-1 (Personnel), G-2 
(Military Intelligence), G-3 (Operations and 
Training), and G-4 (Supply, and War Plans 


Division (1). 

The duties are distributed as follows: 

G-1 is charged, in general, with those duties 
of the War Department General Staff which 
relate to the collection, evaluation and dissemi- 
nation of military information. 

G-2 is charged in general with the duties 
of the War Department General Staff which 
relate to the personnel of the Army as indi- 
viduals. 

G-3 is charged, in general, with those duties 
of the War Department General Staff which 


relate to the organization, training and opera- 
tion of the Army. 

G-4 is charged, in general, with those duties 
of the War Department General Staff which 
relate to the supply of the Army. 

The War Plans Division is charged, in gen- 
eral, with those duties of the War Department 
General Staff which relate to the formulation 
of plans for the use in the theater of war of 
the military forces, separately or in conjunction 
with the naval forces. 

In the preparation of a war plan, G-2 repre- 
sents information concerning the enemy; War 
Plans Division specifies the number and kind 
of units reqnired to win the war; G-3 desig- 
nates the actual units to be used and plans 
for their movement to the theater of operations; 
G-1 plans for the procurement of the personnel 
to bring to and maintain at war strength all 
these units; G-4 plans for money, munitions 
and transportation. 

The functions and branches of the bu- 
reaus of the Department are given jn the 
seventh chapter, which is as follows: 


The Branches and Bureaus of the War Depart- 
ment 


The branches of the Army are combatant and 
non-combatant; certain of them are still further 
divided into supply, administrative and technical 
branches. With their predominant functions 
they are as listed below. There are two bureaus 
of the War Department, namely, the Militia Bu- 
reau and the Bureau of Insular Affairs:

The branches are not limited to the above 


functions, but the ones specified are predomi- 
nant. Almost all have some technical and ad- 
ministrative duties. 

Subject to the general plans and policies of 
the Secretary of War, Chiefs of Branches oper- 
ate and work out polieies and the details of 
war plans for their own branches. Should 
there be conflict or overlapping among the 
branches, co-ordination is secured either by 
mutual agreement or through the General Staff. 

A Chief of Branch maintains in his office 
highly specialized officers and voluminous files 
of technical information, and prepares all studies 
pertaining exclusively to his arm. He furnishes 
the necessary technical and detailed informa- 
tion for studies involving his branch and others 
and which are, therefore, made by the General 
Staff. It will be noted that a Chief of Branch 
is an advisor to the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Staff and is directly responsible to them 
for such advice. 

The Combatant Arms 

The creation in 1920 of the offices of the 
chiefs of the mobile arms considerably modified 
the procedure of the War Department General 
Staff, relieving it of much not properly Gen- 
eral Staff work, but which up to that time had 
either to be done by the General Staff or not 
done at all. 


Next Year’s Appropriations 


THER than in the speeches of the 

President and Gen. Lord, no_in- 
structions have been given to the War.

submitted. ‘The President and Gen. Lord 
have declared that the estimates for the 
fiscal Year 1925 must be $126,000,000 be- 
low the appropriations for the fiscal year 
of 1924, which begins July 1. Where this 
reduction of $126,000,000 is to be made 
has not yet been decided. Gen. Lord 
stated this week that it would not be until 
the preliminary estimates were submitted 
to the Budget Bureau on Aug. 1. 

The attitude of the President and Gen. 
Lord indicates that the heads of the dif- 
ferent departments will be compelled to 
show cause why the estimates of their de- 
partments should not be reduced. 

It goes without saying that the Secre- 
tary of War and the General Staff will 
urge moderate increases in the appropria- 
tions for the military establishment for 
the year of 1925. Not only the Regular 
Army, but the other components of the 
Army of the United States, even at its 
present strength, did not receive ample 


MeVay, jr., Chief of the Bureau 

of Ordnance, is not due to be re- 
lieved until October, there is an impres- 
sion that the Secretary of the Navy will 
shortly name his successor. He pursued 
this policy in naming the new command- 
er-in-chief of the fleet and the other 
changes in high command, some of whom 
were selected four months before they will 
report for duty at the new stations ead 
commands. 

Among those who are being most promi- 
nently mentioned in connection with the 
prospective vacancy at the head of the 
Ordnance Bureau are Capt. Arthur L. 
Willard, U.S.N., aid for navy yards, and 
Capt. O. P. Jackson, U.S.N., commander 
of the U.S.S. Mississippi. The assignment 
of Capt. C. C. Bloch, U.S.N., to Indian 
Head for the relief of Capt. John F. 
Greenslade, U.S.N., is regarded as an in- 
dication that he is also being considered 
in connection with the place. These three 
officers are regarded as especially quali- 
fied for appointment as Chief of Ord- 
nance, and there is a disposition to believe 
that the place will be offered to one of 
them. 

Although Adm. Eberle sueceeds Adm. 
Coontz as Chief of Naval Operations, this 
does not carry with it the assurance that 
he will be the budget officer at the Navy 
Department as was Adm. Coontz. It is 
stated that the Secretary has not yet de- 
cided whom he will select for this piace, 
which is becoming of increasing impor- 
tance. He is inclined, according to re- 
ports, to select an officer who will be apt 
to continue in the department for a term 
of years and not be required to go to sea 
as line officers are. Suggestion has been 
made that a high ranking officer from the 
Supply Corps should be made budget offi- 
cer of the Department, as he would be 
able to remain in the place for a lo 
term of years. One of the reasons whie 
has made the Secretary hesitate in making 
the new Chief of Operations the budget 
officer of the Department, is that he will 
arrive in Washington just when the De- 
partment will be in the midst of the fight 
over the budget, and as a consequence will 
not be informed on the details of the 
questions involved. 

Rear Adm. William R. Shoemaker, who 
has recently been relieved of the com- 
mand of the Battleship Divisions of the 
Battle Fleet, reportd for duty with the 
Plans Section of Naval Operations on 
June 27. . 


The Navy Program 


HE Secretary of the Navy has already 
announced his building program 
scout cruisers, fleet submarines and gun- 
boats which will call for an increase in 
appropriations. There can be no decrease 
in the allowances for the operations of 
the fleet without actually decreasing the 
effectiveness of our sea force. The limit 
has been reached in economy in the oper- 
ations of the fleet. Last year the sailing 
radius of the fleet was reduced below the 
requirements of efficiency. Therefore, an 
increase in the Navy estimates over the 
appropriations will be required if the 
building program of the Department is 
carried out and any pretension is made to 

maintain the efficiency of the fleet. 

Increased appropriations will be re- 
quired for both the Army and Navy, even 
if there is no prévision made to increase 
the strength of the air forces for both 
Services. The cables announce that Great 
Britain is preparing to double its air 
force, but Secretary Weeks announced that 
this government is not basing its air pro- 
gram on the size of that of the air force 
of any other nation. He declared that the 
War Department was endeavoring to se- 
cure sufficient appropriations to keep pace 
or even lead in the progress of airplanes 
and flying machines. He explained that 
it was the policy of this government to 
secure quality rather than quantity in its 
air force.

‘The War Department re- 
duced these appropriations beyond the 
actual needs of the amended National De- 
fense act so that it is difficult to see how 
the President and Gen. Lord can refuse 
the War Department an increase over last 
year’s appropriations. 
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N. Y. Coast Defense 
Demonstration 


OME 260 National Guard and Re- 
serve Coast Artillery officers, and 
sixty officers of the Engineer Officers’ 
Reserve Corps of the 2d Corps Area were 
resent at Fort Hancock, Sandy Hook, 
une 23 to witness the final demonstra- 
tion of coast defense on the program ar- 
ranged for their instruction by Brig. Gen. 
H. A. Drum, commander of the 2d Cow. 
Artillery District of New York. 

A most profitable and interesting day 
was spent, despite the fact that numerous 
outgoing and incoming craft of all de- 
scription, and a thick haze interfered with 
carrying out the entire gun firing as 


planned. 

Despite this curtailment of the pro- 
gram, however, there was more than 
enough instruction and observation de- 


tails to take up all the time of the visit- 
ing officers profitably, and they got an in- 
sight into numerous elements of coast de- 
fense work during the demonstration, 
which more than repaid them for the time 
spent. 

A number of officers of the Regular 
Army, in addition to those stationed at 
Fort Hancock, were present to assist in 
the demonstration, and make the day 
instructive as well as enjoyable and they 
succeeded. 

All the officers present spoke most en- 
thusiastically regarding the visit, and also 
expressed the hope that a continuation of 
the instruction would be possible next sea- 
son, if not sooner. In this connection 
Gen. Drum has arranged to give Reserve 
officers a special opportunity for valuable 
instruction during summer camps, which 
is noted elsewhere in this issue of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

Of special interest to the visiting offi- 
cers was the announcement of Gen. Drum 
that steps would be taken to organize rail- 
road and anti-aircraft regiments among 
the Reservists. 

The visiting officers were transported to 
Fort Hancock by the Army Mine Planter 
Gen. Ord, enjoying a fine sail down the 
bay and were taken on arrival at Sandy 
Hook to the post theater. Here Gen. 
Drum and Lt. Col. L. S. Edwards, U.S.A., 
made addresses of welcome. 

Maj. Gen. Robert L. Bullard, com- 
mander of the 2d Corps Area, who ar- 
rived just after Col. Edwards, the fort 
commander at Sandy Hook, had made his 
address, also made a short address of wel- 
come, in which he praised the visiting 
officers for their patriotic desire to assist 
in the great problem of national defense. 
Col. Edwards then explained the exercises 
of the dar, which consisted of a harbor 
defense problem. 

This problem, in brief. was based on 
the supposition that a United States fleet 
(Biune’ and a foreign fleet (Red) had 
fought an indecisive battle, 600 miles east 
of Boston, when both fleets withdrew, the 
United States fleet retiring to New York 
to refit. At 11:30 a.m., June 23, the for- 
eign fleet was reported approaching the 
east end of Long Island, en route to New 
York Harbor, and the mission of the fort 
commander at Fort Hancock, with the as- 
sistance of the Blue fleet, was to defend 
New York from naval attack, and assist 
the Blue fleet. and to prevent, in co-opera- 
tion with other land forces, any landings 
by the enemy within range of the de- 
fenses. This latter was the phase of the 
problem which was taken up with the ar- 
rival of the visiting officers. The prob- 
lem was explained to them in detail. 

After luncheon, the visiting officers were 
taken to see the workings of the 3-inch 
anti-aircraft gun, fixed mount, manned by 
details from the 136th Company, under 
Capt. A. M. Jackson, and firing at a sup- 
posed enemy plane at 2,500 yards ap- 
approximately. The target was repre- 
sented by shrapnel bursts, and the shoot- 
ing was very good. 

The next shooting was at a_ target 
towed by a tug at some 4,700 yards, by a 
155-mm. GPF gun, hauled behind the 
sand dunes by a tractor. This gun was 
manned by the 76th Company, under com- 
mand of Capt. John T. Lewis. The bat- 
tery commander’s specific problem was to 
adjust the fire by bracketing. He got his 
lracket with the first two shots, one un- 
der and one over. He then fired four 
shots for improvement, which verified his 
bracket, getting two over and two shots. 
Three shots were then fired for effect, and 
this completed the practice with the 155. 
There had to be frequent halts in the 
shooting, because of various craft coming 
within range. 

The visiting officers were next divided 
between Battery Kingman, equipped with 
12-inch BLR long range guns, and Bat- 
tery Peck, manned by 6-inch RF guns to 
witness the firing of a combined coast de- 
fense and fort command problem. Un- 


fortunately, however, the firing at Battery 
Kingman was called off on account of the 
danger to shipping, but the mechanism of 
the piece was explained to the officers, 
who then repaired to Battery Peck in 
time to see the firing of the 6-inch gun, 
manned by the 137th (Mine) Company, 
under command of 2d Lt. Frank C. Me- 
Connell. Here again the large number of 
craft coming within range interfered with 
the shooting. It was munaged to fire three 
shots, however, but the splashes were not 
seen on account of the great haze. 

In these firing problems the depleted 
condition of the personnel at this impor- 
tant seacoast defense was painfully evi- 
dent, as it was necessary to move men 
from one battery to another in order to 
man the batteries. 

At Battery Kingman men from the 
136th Company were on duty, commanded 
by Capt. Albert M. Jackson. During the 
demonstrations the visiting oflicers were 
allowed to select any features of the same 
they most desired, and transportation was 
availbale to take them to the various 
places concerned, and to the Fort Hancock 
wharf upon the completion of the firing. 

The coast defense commander was Col. 
John F. Brady; the fort commander, Col. 
L. S. Edwards; operations officer, Lt. Col. 
H. J. Watson; intelligence officer, Capt. 
John B. Martin: fire control and com- 
munications officer, Capt. A. B. Smith; 
fire commander 4-FC, Maj. Lb. K. Smith, 
and mine commander, Capt. N. Baudreau, 
ali uf the Coast Artillery Corps. 

Among the many officers present were:

‘THE 109 candidates for the Infantry 
rifle team of the Regular Army have en- 
tered into the training period at Fort Ni- 
agara, N.Y., for the National Matches in 
September, with excellent prospects. The 
team is fortunate in having again as team 
captain Maj. Per Ramee, who was team 
captain of the 1922 team. He is assisted 
by the following staff: Maj. B. E. Bowen, 
executive officer; Maj. Harrison McAlpine, 
supply officer; Capt. John H. Kneuble, 
team coach, and Capt. Joseph L. Tupper, 
assistant team coach. 

The new regulations, regarding the po- 
sition at off-hand and the targets used for 
rapid fire, were at first looked upon as 
factors that would cause considerable dif- 
ficulty, but the results turned in indicate 
that very little difference will be noticed 
in the scores. The new offhand position 
requires that the hand and arm be free of 
the sling; in other words, the gun is held 
with the sling in “‘parade position” and 
the rapid fire is now fired on the “A” tar- 
get, ten-inch bull’s-eye, for both 200 and 
300 yards. 

The day’s work starts at 6.30 in the 
morning, with about fifteen minutes set- 
ting-up exercise, breakfast at 7.05, fol- 
lowed by firing which starts at 8 prompt- 
ly and continues until noon. At 1.30 the 
squad goes out for form training, followed 
by a conference and then back to quar- 
ters about 4. The period from 4 to 6 is 
taken up cleaning equipment, resting, ete.. 
then supper, followed by a ball game be- 
tween two of the teams of a league that 
has been formed of three teams. Lights 
out at 10.45 and then after a strenuous 
fight with the mosquitoes off to a night’s 
rest and ready for the morning. 

The team has arranged to make a sight- 
seeing trip each Saturday morning of the 
various large industrial plants of the Falls. 
These trips will be of great instructive 
value to all and are being looked forward 
‘o with great interest. There are thirty- 


four organizations represented among the 
eandidates and there are some fifty-one 
commissioned officers with the squad.

Coast Art. Field Officers’ 
Course Should Be Extended 


LOSE observation of the great amount 

of study and actual drill which was 
crammed into the recently completed 
course conducted at Fort Monroe for 
Regular Army officers has brought out 
two outstanding features. It is the con- 
sensus of opinion among officers that either 
the course shonJd be lengthened so that 
the prescribed curriculum could be cov- 
ered, or else the present list of subjects 
should be reduced to fit the small amount 
of time now devoted to this school work. 

Thirty-eight officers were enrolled in 
the recent course at the Coast Artillery 
School, the course being of approximately 
five months’ duration. The student offi- 
cers were so pressed for time in their 
study, drill work, reading matter to be 
digested in solving problems and_ their 
classroom instruction, that it is known 
that there were a number of the officers 
who did not have the time to read the 
books which would have helped them in 
the solution of tactical problems. 

The instructors at the school are aware 
of the limited time allotted to the school 
work, and it is contemplated to correct 
the above named objectionable features 
Lefore the assembling of the next class. 


Next Year’s Rules for 
Candidates, Naval Academy 


REGULATIONS governing the admis- 
sion of candidates into the U.S. Na- 
val Academy as midshipmen for the year 
1924 have just been issued by the Bureau 
of Navigation, Navy Department. Offi- 
cers in charge of the instruction of en- 
listed men who are eligible to enter the 
competitive examination which will be 
held for the enlisted personnel on April 
16. 1924, should be guided accordingly. 
The Bureau of Navigation desires to 
eall the attention of all commanding offi- 
cers to the fact that 100 enlisted men are 
authorized to enter the Academy each 
year. Of the forty-six enlisted men who 
took the examination this year, only 
twenty-three were successful in passing. 
Since the number of appointments by 
members of the Senate and House has 
been reduced from five to three, special 
efforts should be made to have enlisted 
men qualify for the Academy. The Bu- 
reau urges that classcs of instruction start 
at once under the supervision of capable 
instructors who will becd all efforts to in- 
crease the number of enlisted men quali- 
fying for entrance to the Naval Academy.

Army War College 
Graduation 


HE highest praise for the spirit of the 

Army, an outline of the duties of offi- 
cers under the new military policy, and 
a condemnation of the proposal to use 
the military establishment in prohibition 
enforcement were the outstanding fea- 
tures of the Secretary of War’s address 
at the War College graduation on June 
98. The Secretary’s address was not a 
lengthy one, but he dealt with subjects 
which are now foremost in the minds of 
every officer in the Service. 

The Secretary took the position that 
the term “graduating exercises” was 
hardly appropriate for the closing of the 
work at the Army War College. He de- 
clared that the class was composed of 
“men who have already achieved the suc- 
cess upon which is based selection for this 
final year of study and conference designed 
to complete the preparation of our senior 
Army officers for any task that may fall 
to their lot during their continued ser- 
vice to our country.” Continuing, the 
Secretary said: 

“This, therefore, appears to afford a 
fitting occasion for discussion of ‘The Re- 
lation of the Army to the Civilian Popula- 
tion,’ a subject which I believe to be of 
paramount importance if we are to be 
successful in achieving fulfillment of the 
provisions of the National Defense act. 
The Army is now employed under com- 
paratively new conditions. It has passed 
through the period of employment in open- 
ing up new territory, in establishing gov- 
ernment in our foreign possessions and in 
deducing that) fundamental doctrine of 
tactics and training which alone made pos- 
sible our success in the World War. It 
now has a clearly defined mission which 
does not longer permit the isolation which 
so characterized its earlier functions in 
our national life.’ 

Continuing on this subject, the Secre- 
tary said: 

“There has been an inclination to con- 
sider military men as unconcerned with 
general civic questions, except in those 
localities where they exercised adminis- 
trative powers during the period prior to 
establishment of complete civil govern- 
ment. The time has now come when they 
should accept a much broader role. In the 
exercise of its duties the Regular Army is 
no longer restricted to the Philippines, 
Cuba, Pérto Rico, Alaska, Panama, Ha- 
waii and our borders. The National De- 
fense act has assigned it also to duty with 
the citizens of our states with whom it 
must establish bonds of common purpose.” 

After quoting the preamble of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, in which it is set forth 
that the principal object of creating this 
government was common defense, the Sec- 
retary declared : 

“Therefore, it is both logical and desir- 
able that there should be complete under- 
standing and co-operation between our 
citizens and those who are immediately 
responsible for making effective our plans 
for defense. In the past military men 
have sometimes resented the apparent pub- 
lic indifference to national security. But 
was this condition entirely unnatural? 
The range of human interest is so limited 
that we are each inclined to give time 
and attention only to those subjects in 
which our interest is inspired by contact, 
and certainly national defense has not 
heretofore had the representation it de- 
served.” 

In showing how, under the new mili- 
tary policy, the Regular Army has be- 
come interwoven with every community 
the Secretary said: 

“There is another side to this question 
Wherein consideration must be given to 
the rights of our citizens to know those 
upon whom, in event of war, we will draw 
for our highest military leaders. In the 
past the source of our military forces was 
not known until the outbreak of war. Now 
We are making complete provisions during 
Peace, and practically every village will 
contain some citizens who have taken the 
oath to serve in either the National Guard 
or Organized Reserves. ‘These citizen sol- 
diers have a justifiable interest in the 
Regular Army, not only in order to learn 
how to be better prepared for the per- 
formance of military duty, but aYso in or- 
der that they may have confidence in the 
leadership to which they have entrusted 
themselves, A service is due these men, 
ut it is a service which will be complete 
only in case it is combined with a broad 
Comprehension and interest in those non- 
military activities which constitute the 
larger portion of their daily lives.” 
ae the Secretary explained the new 
i —~ between the Army and the citi- 
the soldier, he took occasion to emphasize 

* importance of subordinating the mili- 


tary authority to the civil government, 
and on this subject he said: 

“The principle of subordination of the 
wnilitary to the civil is fundamental in 
our government. I would not desire it 
altered in the least respect, and so must 
not be understood to advocate any changed 
status of military authority. I am op- 
posed to the use of the Army for enforce- 
ment of civil laws unless all civil police 


power shall have been exhausted and there ' 


results that state of ‘insurrection and re- 
bellion’ which federal law provides shall 
alone justify the use of troops in affording 
the protection guaranteed to state govern- 
ments by the Constitution. 

“In 1878, Congress, with a full knowl- 
edge of the dangers and abuses which had 
arisen ag a result of the use of the Army 
in augmentation of civil police power, saw 
fit to pass the act forbidding the partici- 
pation of even a single member of the mili- 
tary establishment in a ‘posse comitatus.’ 
The reasons for that legislation appear to 
me now to be as sound as when enacted. 
Subordination of the military to the civil 
is far too important to a _ self-governed 
people to admit of even temporary excep- 
tions. I cannot believe that persons who 
advocate unusual employment for the 
Army, such as enforcement of prohibition, 
have given serious thought to the possible 
consequences of such a practice.” 

In concluding his address the Secretary 
declared that no other class of men were 
actuated with higher motives than the offi- 
cers of the Army. 

“During my entire twenty-five years of 
publie service,” declared the Secretary, “I 
have had that respect for the Army and 
Navy which usually results from comrade- 
ship with the personnel of both Services. 
But in the incumbency of my present office 
I have come to know intimately, in par- 
ticular, the motives of Army officers. and 
can state without hesitancy that in their 
recommendations and decisions they give 
greater weight to the public interest than 
any class of citizens with whom I have 
had similar contacts. I hope that these 
qualifications may be utilized in a larger 
sphere of influence. 

“The Army should not be a class apart 
whose opportunity for constructive ser- 
vice comes only in restoring peace after 
we are involved in war. It wiil be more 
effective for that primary function if kept 
in healthy condition through constant ex- 
ercise of its usefulness under a broader 
conception of service to flag and country. 

“Graduates of the Army War College 
have had unusual opportunities to gain 
this broad conception of service. You are 
men with proven capabilities in the mili- 
tary profession. You have successfully 
commanded troops where such success was 
dependent upon consideration for both the 
welfare of the individual and the mass. I 
urge that you enter into the life of the 
community in which you may be assigned 
and associate intimately with your fel- 
low citizens in any constructive work 
which inspires your personal interest. Do 
your share in promoting progress in your 
locality, whether it be in religion, educa- 
tion, or one or more of the many com- 
mendable fields of civic associations. As- 
sume leadership in removing the last ves- 
tiges of isolation which are the Army’s 
heritage from those pioneering days when 
its place was in the isolated regions of our 
territory, rather than in the centers of 
population.”

America’s Largest Airship 
7 Hours Akron-Aberdeen

picked up on one side or the other, and a 
good check of the flight was being con- 
stantly made. The pilots held steadily on 
the course that was determined upon and 
one by one the cities and towns that 
were to come in the path appeared, as 
the ship was gradually nosed up to the 
predetermined altitude. Presently, a big 
noon, which had been obscured by the 
mist, rose high enough to throw a faint 
light on the ground below, and by its glint 
@ river was observed a number of miles 
ahead. A prompt examination of the 
charts was made and the river was identi- 
fied and the flight progressed. Other 
rivers, cities and visible marks, such as 
groups of coke ovens, were constantly 
noted and being used to check the course 
of the dirigible. 

The view over Pittsburgh, Pa.,; at two 
o’clock in the morning, with its countless 


rows of lights and the glare from the. 


steel foundries, was a sight not easily for- 
gotten. Nor will the crew quickly forget 
the view of the broad Ohio river showing 
in the moonlight like a silver ribbon with 
a black background. 

The shifts of piloting were so arranged 
that a crew of two pilots and one engi- 
neer were on duty two hours before the 
relief crew took their place, but the keen 
pleasure of the trip and the desire to miss 
no view of what they were passing over, 
kept all from sleeping. It was well worth 
while, for the moon began shortly to shine 
on rolling mountains, whose tops looked 
right under the ship, while in reality, they 
were 100 feet below. A heavy mist began 
to settle in the valleys, and it was not 
long before the mountain tops stood out 
as black wooded islands in a sea of white 
clouds. 

After a short while, clouds began 
around the airship itself, cutting it off 
from the ground below and the moon 
above, and for a period, the navigation of 
the ship depended entirely upon the in- 
struments set before the pilots. 

Dawn came while the ship was still fly- 
ing in the clouds and gradually, as the 
world below the ship began to light up, 
it became possible to check the course on 
the terrestrial objects below. 

About this time, one of the engineers 
reported a slight leak in one of the oil 
tanks. The ship was promptly turned off 
its path to the nearest town in the Cum- 
berland Valley, in order to make an ac- 
curate check on location. The railroad 
station lay in a very difficult place to ap- 
proach, and two circles were made over 
the quaint little town before it was iden- 
tified as Westminster, Md. Because of 
the trouble which developed in the oil line 
and the unfavorable winds, the course was 
immediately changed so that the ship 
would make Aberdeen Proving Grounds, 
Md., instead of Langley Field, Va. 

There were two more hours of flying 
over billowy clouds with occasional views 
of the fertile country in Northern Mary- 
land, and finally the broad Chesapeake 
Bay came into view. 

A fortunate shift of the wind cleared 
the air of the clouds, a few miles to the 
South, and the airship hangar at Aber- 
deen could be seen. 

From that time on, until the sound of 
the motors woke up the post, the crew 
gave directions for landing, to a few men 
on the ground, and the ship was greeted 
by cheers at its new home as it made its 
first stop after leaving the Great Lakes. 


Eligibility on 
Naval Boards 


HETHER or not the chief of a bu- 

reau of the Navy Department may be 
legally assigned to duty as a member of 
the Naval Examining Board to examine 
for promotion to the rank of rear admiral 
an officer with the rank of captain who is 
senior on the Regular Navy list to the 
chief of bureau in question has been de- 
cided in the negative by the Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Navy. The Judge 
Advocate General has held that if in his 
rank in the line he is junior to the officers 
to be examined he is not eligible to serve 
as a member of the Naval Examining 
Board as prescribed by See. 1498, Revised 
Statutes. Following is the opinion held 
by the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy: 

“That while in the performance of those 
duties that may be assigned him by the 
Secretary of the Navy as chief of bureau 
in the Navy Department he has as inci- 
dent to such office the rank, authority and 
emoluments of a rear admiral; but never- 
theless during his incumbency he retains 
his regular rank and grade in the Navy 
by virtue of which he may perform the 
duties incident thereto and while in the 
performance of such duties, not incident 
to his office of chief of bureau, he must act 
in the only capacity by virtue of which 
those duties may be assigned him, that of 
captain. If in this latter capacity he is 
junior to the officers to be examined, un- 
der the provisions of Sec. 1498, Revised 
Statutes, he is not eligible to serve as a 
member of the Naval Examining Board 
for the examination of an officer regularly 
his senior preliminary to promotion.” 


Regular Officers Praise 
Alabama N.G. Cavalry 


‘THE annual armory inspection reports 

of Cavalry, Alabama National Guard, 
are gratifying to all concerned. The 
units of the 55th-M.G. Squadron have 
completed their first year after receiving 
Federal recognition. The ratings by the 
corps commander are “excellent” and 
“very good” with only one exception. Such 
remarks as “’The officers are interested 
and pursuing a systematic course of in- - 
struction and getting results,” and “The 
enlisted men’s set up’and military appear- 
ance are excellent according to any stand- 
ard,” are prevalent throughout the re- 
ports. 

The inspections were made by Regular 
officers from three different states. Maj. 
N. P. Morrow, F.A.; Capt. D. N. Me- 
Millan, Inf., and Capf, Aaron J. Becker, 
Inf., were the inspecting officers. 

Headquarters Troop, 23d Cav. Div., and 
Troop C, 109th Cav., Ala. N.G., were 
rated “very good.” These units and Troop 
A, 55th M.G. Squadron, were on strike 
duty for a period of about five months 
during the year. 

Each Cavalry unit has twelve horses 
issued. The drills are so arranged that 
at each drill, weather permitting, mounted 
work is carried on. The remainder of the 
men present for drill take up various other 
forms of instruction.

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Pacific Naval 
Base Fight 


N anticipation of a reopening of the 

feud between the lower and upper San 
Francisco Bay cities on the naval base 

roblem, a number of the members of the 
Naval Affairs Committee and the Navy 
Department sub-committee of the Appro- 
priations Committee will make another 
visit to the “scene of action.” While the 
Congressional party will inspect all the 
large Pacific shore stations, ir is stated 
that they will give special attention to 
Alameda and Mare Island. 

Even before Congress adjourned iast ses- 
sion the lower bay interests opened up their 
campaign. The city of Alameda extended 
until Jan. 1, 1925, the time in which the 
Government may accept its :ite. ‘That 
Mare Island will not be without friends 
in Congress, of course, can be assured. 
Representative Charles F. Curry of Cali- 
fornia will be ready for the fray, as he 
always has been in the past. The mem- 
bers from northern California wil! sup- 
port Mare Island, while the Alameda ad- 
vocates have usually experienced consid- 
erable difficulty in holding the southern 
members together in support of the lower 
bay site. Alameda enters the-contest with 
a serious handicap, in that the project 
would eventually call for a large appropri- 
ation. There is no doubt of the need of 
additional shore station space in San Fran- 
cisco Bay, but up to this time Congress 
has refused to enter upon the Alameda 
project or to enlarge Mare Island. 

It is expected that Representatives 
Charles R. Davis, Fred A. Britten and 
Burton L. French will make the trip over- 
land, while Representatives James F. 
Burns, Carl Vinson, George P. Darrow, 
James B. McClintick, William B. Oliver, 
Herbert J. Drain. Clark Burdick, Patrick 
H. Drewey, F. P. Patterson and A. E. 
B. Stephens will go as far as the coast on 
the U.S.S. Chaumont. Representative 
Phil B. Swing will meet the party at San 
Diego, his home town, and proceed up 
the coast with it. 


Candidates for 
Army Commission 


T is estimated that something like 175 

eandidates for Commissions in the Army 
reported for examinations which, began 
June 25. Under the present regulations, 
candidates to be eligible for the examina- 
tion must be serving in the Regular Army, 
National Guard, R.O.T.C. or members of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps. The Depart- 
ment is endeavoring to maintain a policy 
by which vacancies in the Regular Army 
will be filled by promotions from one of 
the components of the Army of the United 
States. 

There are at present about 640 vacan- 
cies in the grade of second lieutenant of 
the Army. Thése vacancies will not only 
take care of next year’s class of the U.S. 
M.A., but will leave over a hundred to be 
filled from the junior components of the 
Army of the United States. 


Classifying Officers 
of the Reserve Corps 


A STUDY is being made of the Reserve 

Officers’ Corps by the General Staff, 
under which it will eventually be divided 
into what might be called three pools. 
The pools will be Reserve officers for as- 
signment, respectively, to the Regular 
Army, the National Guard and the Or- 
ganized Reserves. 

The amended National Defense act pro- 
vides that the Reserve officers should be 
used in the expansion of the Army of the 
United States by assigning them to its 
three components. However, up to this 
time no general scheme has been worked 
out for putting this policy into effect. Un- 
der the present arrangement, there is no 
definite assignment of Reserve officers to 
Regular Army units. National Guard 
officers hold both Reserve and National 
Guard commissions, but there are no Re- 
serve officers in the corps who are set 
aside for the expansion of the National 
Guard. The scheme of assigning Reserve 
officers to the Organized Reserves is being 
worked out very satisfactorily. 

Now. under the proposed plan, it is 
urged that Reserve officers who by their 
business or profession could respond 
to the first call should be assigned to the 
Regular Army. Naturally, these would 
be younger men in the lower grades. There 
would also be that class of Reserve offi- 
cers who are now serving as enlisted men 
in the Regular Army. When the scheme 


is worked out, the War Department will 
announce just how many Reserve officers 


are needed to expand the nine divisions of 
the Regular Army under the war plans. 

A somewhat novel yet ingenius plan is 
being proposed for Reserve officers that 
will be needed for the expansion of the 
National Guard. So as not to shut the 
door against promotion of enlisted men in 
the National Guard, it is proposed to give 
enlisted men of the National Guard com- 
missions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps in 
time of peace. As fast as enlisted men of 
the National Guard can qualify for com- 
missions, they will be placed in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, although they will 
continue to serve as enlisted men in the 
National Guard. Not only will the Na- 
tional Guard be expanded by the use of 
this class of Reserve officers in the event 
of war, but all vacancies in time of peace 
will be filled from this pool of the Reserve 
Corps. This will at all times give the 
National Guard an eligible list from 
which to select officers. 





Annual Maneuvers 
of U.S. Marine Corps 


LANS for the annual field exercises of 

the Marine Corps expeditionary bri- 
gade are nearing completion. Although it 
has not been decided, it is believed that 
the brigade will be ready to march from 
Quantico on Monday, Aug. 27. It will 
proceed by the way of Fredericksburg, Or- 
ange and Charlottesville to Waynesburg, 
Va., arriving there about Sept. 2. Part 
of the movement to Waynesburg may be 
by boat. Then will ensue eleven days’ ma- 
neuvers and exercises in the vicinity. One 
of the most interesting parts of the pro- 
gram will be a football game between the 
Marines and the Virginia Military Insti- 
tute at Lexington. On the return, the 
battle of New Market will be reproduced. 
It is possible that the cadets from V.M.I. 
will participate in this. The Marines will 
return to Quantico about Sept. 27. 


New Regulations Issued 
Officers’ Reserve Corps 


COPIES of Special Regulations No. 43 

for the Officers’ Reserve Corps, as re- 
vised by the General Staff committee, will 
be sent to the corps area commanders on 
July 1. After they have been reviewed 
by the corps area commanders they will 
be returned to the War Department, and 
it is possible that the board will be reas- 
sembled for the purpose of considering sug- 
gested changes before the regulations are 
sent to the Secretary of War and Chief 
of Staff for final approval. 

Maj. Walter O. Boswell, Inf., upon be- 
ing relieved from ‘the War College, will 
be assigned to duty on the General Staff 
with the Reserve officers’ sertion of G-2. 
His office will be in Room 398 of the State, 
War and Navy Building, which will be- 
come the headquarters, it is hoped, for 
every Reserve officer who visits ashing- 
ton. There will be an equal number of 
Reserve and Regular officers on duty in 
the section, whose business will be to put 
Reserve officers in touch with the General 
Staff and the chiefs of branches. The Re- 
serve officers will be welcomed in this sec- 
tion whether they have official business 
with the Department or simply come seek- 
ing general information. 


North Carolina Nat. Guard 
Making Good Progress 


EPORTS covering the annual armory 

inspection of organizations of the 
North Carolina N.G. indicate that as a 
whole a better showing was made than 
ever before. Five organizations received 
ratings of “excellent” by the 4th Corps 
Area inspecting officers, and these are the 
highest ratings that have ever been given 
any of the organizations of the N.C.N.G. 
since reorganization of the Guard. 

On April 1 the aggregate strength of 
the Guard of the state reached 2,526, the 
peak of numerical strength since the reor- 
ganization in 1919. New units and ac- 
tive recruiting campaigns account for the 
increase. 

During the past month the following 
organizations have been inspected for fed- 
eral recognition: Btln. Hqrs. Detach- 
ment and Combat Train, 117th F.A., Bry- 
son City, Capt. F. N. Hughes; Co. C, 105th 
Engrs., Charlotte, Capt. J. H. Trescott; 
117th Motor Transport Co., Whiteville, 1st 
Lt. H. Lumsden. 

Maj. W. T. Joyner has been appointed 
lieutenant colonel of Field Artillery and 
has been assigned to duty with the 117th 
Field Artillery. Col. Joyner entered the 
National Guard in 1917 as a member of 
the 113th Field Artillery and _ served 
throughout the Werld War with credit. 


Extracts from Ice Patrol 
Report of U.S.C.G.C. Tampa 


‘THE Coast Guard cutter Tampa, during 
the ‘third ice patrol cruise, made a 
series of experiments with gun cotton 
mines and ice bergs. On May 20 pre- 
pared two mines to drift about eight feet 
below the water and floated by a wooden 
platform fitted with trangular canvas wall. 
This platform was towed to windward and 
put over as close as the boat could safely 
approach the calving and unstable berg. 
Considerable difficulty was experienced in 
planting the mines near berg. The mines 
were fired. A quantity of ice was imme- 
diately brought down and the entire berg 
shifted water line about two feet. A half 
hour later there was a heard a series of 
cracking and grating sounds, followed by 
splashes of enormous magnitude. Several 
good-sized growlers and great masses of 
floating ice broke clear of the berg. About 
two hours later the berg appeared to be 
reduced probably five-sixths its former 
size, with the remaining ice appearing 
more solid but with seams in the pinnacle. 

On May 22, suspended one wrecking 
mine against the side of a berg about fif- 
teen feet under water. The explosion de- 
stroyed the entire face of the ledge, chang- 
ing the water line about ten feet, bring- 
ing down a quantity of ice from other 
parts of the berg, appreciably facilitating 
the breaking up of the berg. 

May 23, alongside a berg about 450 feet 
square at base, near corner about 170 feet 
high, and the remainder egg-shaped, fifty 
feet high. Placed a wrecking mine along- 
side the highest peak about fifteen feet 
under water. The explosion brought down 
an enormous amount of ice from all ex- 
terior walls, causing the side next to the 
mine to rise about twenty-five feet and 
the entire base about five feet. 

May 24, alongside a large berg, about 
forty feet in height. Planted a mine 
alongside highest wall about twenty feet 
beneath the surface. The berg immedi- 
ately fell into two parts, bringing down a 
quantity of ice and markedly hastening 
disintegration. 

These experiments show that the use 
of wrecking mines on large bergs unques- 
tionably shortens the life of these bergs 
between one and two days. 





Massachusetts N.G. 
in Joint Field Exercises 


ILBOY FIELD, near’ Somerville, 
Mass., was the scene on June 2 of an 
exceptionally interesting military demon- 
stration by the 101st Engineers, M.N.G., 
under command of Col. John F. Osborn, 
assisted by Maj. M. H. Leonard. The 
day’s program started off with maneuvers 
by tractor artillery and light tanks. Cav- 
alry and Field Artillery movements came 
next on the program, and then the 101st 
Field Artillery showed pyramid and other 
fancy riding. The Engineers in approxi- 
mately five minutes constructed a 60-foot 
bridge over which Col. Osborn drove his 
“fliyver’” to prove its stability. Apron 
wire entanglements were thrown up and 
Whippet tanks destroyed them. Battery 
A of the 101st Field Artillery, on the com- 
pletion of its drill, fired its French 75’s. 
The day’s program was concluded with 
battle exercises, in which airplanes took 
part, and a smoke screen and signal roc- 
kets also played their part in the attack. 
The instructor of the Regular Army on 
duty with the 101st Engineers is Capt. T. 
D. Stamps, C.E., who did much towards 
making the demonstration a success. Ap- 
proximately 60,000 spectators were pres- 
ent.

A., who died on June 24, 1923, at the 
Walter Reed General Hospital, was on 
duty with the 16th Infantry at Fort Jay, 
Governors Island, N.Y., with which regi- 
ment he had served his entire time in the 
Army. He was born in New York, Oct. 3, 


1896, and joined the 16th Infantry as a 
private Nov. 15, 1915.

He was in command of the 
20th Infantry at Fort Douglas in 1918, 
and served at various other posts. He 
was also at Camp Lewis with the 59th 
Infantry in 1920, commanding .the regi- 
ment to Nov. 24, 1921. His last detail to 
duty was with the 96th Division, Organ- 
ized Reserves, at Portland, Ore. Col. Jor- 
dan was a graduate of the Schooi of the 
Line, class of 1920. 


IMBALL.—General Superintendent 

Sumner I. Kimball, U.S. Coast Guard, 
retired, died at his residence in Washing- 
ton, D.C., June 21, 1923, following an ill- 
ness which confined him to his bed for 
several weeks. Mr. Kimball was born at 
Lebanon, Me., Sept. 2. 1834. His life has 
been full of distinguished performance and 
accomplishment. He occupied the post of 
General Superintendent of the Life-Sav- 
ing Service of the United States from 
1878 to 1915, a period of thirty-seven 
years, and, prior to the establishment of 
the Life-Saving Service, was the head of 
the life-saving system of the country from 
1871 to 1878. Wherever governments or 
individuals have organized kindred insti- 
tutions the world over, Mr. Kimball's 
name is known and honored. He _ was 
graduated from Bowdoin College in 1858, 
and admitted to the bar 1858, and was @ 
member of the Maine legislature. He 
went to Washington in 1861, and_began 
his career in the service of the Federal 
Government as a clerk in the office of the 
second auditor of the Treasury, where he 
rose to the grade of rhief clerk. In 1871 
he was made Chief of the Revenue Cutter 
Service, in which position he seryed until 
his appointment as General Superintendent 
of the Life-Saving Service in 1878, by 
President Hayes. Mr. Kimball leaves 4 
most notable, and now historical, petition 
for his appointment as General Superit- 
tendent, handed to him at the time by his 
friends, which was never presented Pres 
ident Hayes. This paper bears the signa 
tures of 121 Senators and Representatives 
in Congress, regardless of party affilia- 
tions, and among them are those of two 
men who afterwards became Presidents ° 
the United States, James A. Garfield an 
William McKinley. Mr. Kimball held the 
degree of doctor of science, conferred 0 
him by Bowdoin College. He was a mem- 
ber of the American Association for. the 
Advancement of Science, of the Nation 
Geographic Society, of the Geological 5 
ciety of Washington, and other ecient 
bodies.

MeNair was appointed on Sept. 
as acting midshipman, U.S. Na- 
yal Academy, from which he was one of 
the twenty-five that were graduated in 
1860, out of a class of 100. He served in 
the sloop of war Preble in 1857, and in 
the Plymouth in 1859, and on June 15, 
1860, was promoted to midshipman. He 
then served in the Seminole to July ie 
1862, and during that time was _ princi- 
pally engaged as follows: On general duty 
(Brazil and South America); blockade 
duty off Charleston Harbor; in the Po- 
tomae river, attacking the Confederate 
batteries at Freestone Point and Evans- 
port, Va.; battle of Port Royal, splinter 
wound in hand, Nov. 7, 1861; boat service 
in the sounds of South Carolina and 
Georgia, November and December; boat 
and other operations incidental to the 
cutting off of Fort Pulaski; expedition to 
Fernandina, Fla., and attack on Skidde- 
way Battery; Hampton Roads in front of 
rebel ram Merrimac and consorts, and at- 
tack on Sewell’s Point Battery and cap- 
ture of Norfolk, to May, 1862. 

He was made master in August, 1861, 
was promoted to lieutenant July, 1862, 
and served in the sloop of war Powhatan, 
1862-1864, during which time he was en- 
gaged principally as follows: Attack on 
Fort Sumter and defenses of Charleston ; 
capture of Morris Island batteries, where 
he was slightly wounded in the head; at- 
tack on Charleston, and service in the 
West Indies, and searching for the Flori- 
da and Alabama. From June to August, 
1864, he commanded the Gemsbock in the 


West Indies. and then returned to the 
Powhatan. He was transferred to the 
frigate New Ironsides, and was engaged 
principally as follows: First battle of 


Fort Fisher; capture of Fort Fisher and 
defenses of Cape Fear river; battles of 
Jan. 13, 14 and 15, 1865; and in front of 
Confederate rams in James river in Feb- 
ruary and March, 1865; and surrender of 
Richmond, Va. He served in the steamer 


Chicopee of the Atlantic Squadron, from 
May, 1865. to July, 1866, when he was 
promoted for meritorious services to the 
rank of lieutenant cmmander. He was 
instructor at the United States Naval 


Academy during 1866-7. 

Comdr. MeNair served in the Minnesota 
in 1867-68: flagshin Contocook, West In- 
dia Squadron, 1868; Franklin, European 


Squadron, 1869, and later at Norfolk 
Navy Y ard. He was retired Oct. 26, 
1872, for ine apacity from an injury re- 


ceived in the line of duty while serving 
in 1868 on board the steamer Contocook 
in the West Indies. 

Comdr. MeNair was united in marriage

Col. E. T. Pollock, U.S.N., 
Visits New Zealand 


DURING the recent overhaul period of 

the U.S.S. Ontario at Auckland, New 
Zealand, the opportunity was afforded the 
Governor of American Samoa, Capt. E. T. 
Pollock, U.S.N., and four of the officers 
of the naval station, Tutuila, Samoa, to 
visit this the youngest of the British do- 
minions. 

The Ontario arrived at Auckland April 
29; the American Consul, Mr. K. deG. 
MacVitty, immediately called, and later 
two representatives of the government, 
Mr. J. D. Gray, Secretary for External 
Affairs, and Mr. J. Hislop, Under Secre- 
tary for Internal Affairs, who had been 
especially commissioned by their govern- 
ment to entertain Capt. Pollock and his 
officers. They presented a program of en- 
tainment that was fairly staggering to all 
hands, but they seemed to believe it could 
be accomplished in about eleven days. The 
members of Capt. Pollock’s staff included 


his aid, Lt. Hans Ertz, Lt. E. E. Mullen, 
hs U.S.N., and Lt. L. Humphreys, M., 

It would take a large amount of space to 
print in detail the many instructive fea- 
tures of the visit, but the outline of it 
given below, sent to the- ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, will give a good idea of its elab- 
orateness : 


On April 30 there was a civic recepti 
the Town Hall, presided over by ngee 
Mr. J. M. Gunson, who welcomed the ‘dis. 
tinguished visitors on behalf of the City of 
Auckland. Hon. C. J. Parr, Minister of Edu- 
cation, welcomed them on behalf of the New 
Zealand Government. Mayor Gunson in the 
course of his remarks stated that Auckland citi. 
zens valued the opportunity of extending a wel- 
come to the visitors because it enabled them to 
pay a tribute to the officers and men of the 
great American Navy, and because it was real- 
ized here that the American Navy, like the 
British navy, was a great engine of peace rather 
than an instrument of war. The citizens were 
also glad, he said, to be able to recognize the 
close co-operation and assistance of the Ameri. 
can Government in the management of Samoa 
by New Zealand. He hoped that while they 
were the guests of the Government in this coun- 
try they would have a happy time. 

Mr. ©. J. Parr, Minister of Health and Edu. 
cation, made appropriate remarks of welcome 
during which he said that New Zealand had 
grateful recollection of America’s ready and 
willing assistance at the time of the epidemie 
in British Samoa, when assistance was badly 
needed. 

Capt. Pollock briefly thanked the mayor 
Minister of Health and Education and the aaa 
for their welcome. His relations with the New 
Zealanders in Samoa, he said, had always been 
very pleasant, and he considered it a pleasure 
to be associated with them, and that Samoa 
was gradually drawing the New Zealanders and 
Americans closer. The meeting ended with the 
national anthems of both countries. 

A government luncheon at the Grand Hotel 
Auckland, immediately followed the civic recep: 
tion. Capt. Pollock and Commodore Hotham 
R.N., occupied places at the head of the table 
with the Hon. J. Parr, and near them 
were the mayor, the American and French eon- 
suls, Lts. Ertz, Mullen and Humphreys of Capt. 
Pollock's staff, Sir J. G. Ward, the Hon. A. M., 
Myers, Lt. Cdr. Agar, V.C., R.N., and Capt. 

M. Mundy, A.P.C. to Viscount Jellicoe, 
Other guests included prominent business men 
and brought the total to sixty. 

Capt. Pollock and his staff departed May 1 
for the thermal regions of Rotorua, New Zea- 
land, in company with their government hosts. 
A Maori entertainment was given at the King’s 
Theater the night of arrival. The following 
morning the party were taken to Waimanga to 
view the volcano Tarawera, and the steaming 
Jakes in that vicinity. The party motored back 
to the village of Whakarewarewa, viewing the 
famous rainbow mountain, Maungakakaramea, 
en route. In the village ‘“‘pah’”’ a native “haka” 
or welcome was given. The party was taken on 
May 3 for a day’s fishing on Lakes Rotorua 
and Rotoiti, where many fine rainbow trout 
were caught. 

Capt. Polleck and party arrived in Welling- 
ton, the capital of New Zealand, May 4, and 
were formally welcomed at the station. A motor 
trip around the shores of the bay occupied the 
greater part of the afternoon of May 5, while 
at night the governor and party were given a 
rousing welcome by the Wellington Savage Club. 
Capt. Pollock was elected a member of the club. 
The guests were motored on May 6 to several 
prominent residences in the afternoon for tea. 

The Rotary Club gave a luncheon in honor 
of Capt. Pollock and party on May 7. A civic 
reception was held in the Town Hall at three 
p.m., when the government was represented by 
Sir Francis Bell, who is acting premier during 
Mr. Massey’s absence, Sir Heaton Rhodes and 
the Hon. C. J. Parr. Formal addresses were 
made expressing the true New Zealand hospi- 
tality and were replied to by Capt. Pollock. 
The party proceeded to the English Speaking 
Union, where Sir Francis Bell, its president, 
and others, including Capt. Pollock, made re 
marks. Sir Francis Bell entertained at dinner 
at the Wellington Club for Governor Pollock 
and his staff at eight p.m. The Weliington 
visit was concluded with a visit to the home of 
Sir Maui Pomare, Minister in Charge of the 
Cook Islands Department, who probaly has 
the most valuable collection of Maori relics in 
New Zealand. 

Capt. Pollock and party arrived in Auckland 
May 9, and since the civil reception and funt- 
tions had been concluded the raval functions 
began. Capt. Pollock, Lts. Ertz, Mullen and 
Humphreys attended a large garden party given 
by Their Excellencies the Governor General 9 
New Zealand and the Viscountess Jellicoe in the 
spacious grounds of the Government House, 
Auckland. There were some 800 guests who 
awaited their turn to grasp the hand of the 
governor of American Samoa, and Lord and 
Lady Jellicoe. Afterwards the guests were Pre 
sented to the members of Gov. Poilock's stat 
and the officers of H.M.S. Chatham. Aiternoom 
tea was spread on the terrace and in the dining 
room, and the grounds presented a gay spec 
tacle. 

The Auckland Savage Club had its opening 
“Korero” May 10. His Excellency Viscount 
Jellicoe, who is an “ariki” of the club, was pres 
ent, also Capt. Pollock, governor of America! 
Samoa, with their respective officers. Capt. Pol- 
lock was elected a member of the “hapu. : 

The U.S.S. Ontario departed for Tutuile 
Samoa, May 14. Shortly afterwards the toner 
ing radios were received from Viscount pa 
coe: “In wishing you (Gov. Pollock) farewe 
on behalf of the government and people of =

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Army and Navy Journal 
Offers Aid in Pay Claims 


CAREFUL and thorough survey of 
the situation forces the conclusion 
that the only relief for the Ser- 

vices from the unjust, plainly illegal and 
demoralizing decisions of the Comptroller 
General will be through the courts. As 
in the Smith, Lockhart & Co. case, the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL proposes to as- 
sist in bringing the Comptroller General 
into covrt so that the officers and enlisted 
men of all the Services can obtain some 
relief from the effects of the Comptroller’s 
arbitrary policy. 

In carrying out this policy the ARMY 
AND Navy JouRNAL has established a 
claims department and will submit to the 
prominent Washington legal firm of An- 
gell & Bailey any claim that an officer or 
enlisted man of the Services thinks that 
he holds against the Government. There 
will be no charge for the services of the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL in securing 
opinions from Ansell & Bailey. Any ar- 
rangement for the prosecution of the claim 
that may be made will be entirely the af- 
fair of the attorneys and the claimants. 

By this method the Service claimants in 
the bankruptcy proceedings against Smith, 
Lockhart & Co. were represented ably and 
satisfactorily by Gen. Ansell and Col. 
Bailey. As the result of the evidence 
sent from the Services through the ARMY 
AND Navy JouRNAL the members of this 
bankrupt firm of brokers were indicted and 
convicted. They are now awaiting sen- 
tence by the court. Officers and enlisted 
men who were clients of the bankrupt firm 
and who placed their papers in the hands 
of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL are now 
in position to secure their full share of 
the assets of the firm in the receivership 
settlement. What this will be is not 
known now, and will not be until the ref- 
eree makes his final report to the court. 

However, officers in the Navy who are 
now serving in Asiatic waters, Army offi- 
cers in the Philippines, or wherever the 
Service claimants are stationed, are as- 
sured that they are ably represented in 
the Baltimore court by a firm of attorneys 
who know Service conditions and are in 
sympathy with officers and enlisted men. 
The offer is open to the Public Health 
Service and Coast and Geodetic Survey 
as well as to the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps, National Guard, Organized Re- 
serves and Naval Reserves. Again let it 
be emphasized that the ARMY AND Navy 
JourRNAL will not make any charge for 
its services in securing the opinions of 

Ansell & Bailey upon the merits of any 
claim. Ansell & Bailey, under the ar- 
rangement with the ARMY ANB NAVY 


JouRNAL, will not charge any fee or re- 
tainer unless they aré employed to prose 
cute a claim or bring a suit in court. 
Not only under the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s decisions, but under a great many 
other departmental rulings, officers and 


men of the Services have suffered losses 
which have mounted up into the millions. 
This has been due largely to the fact that 
the claims of the individual members of 
the Services have been in small amounts. 
It has been a sort of a whittling process, 
under which the allowances and even the 
pay of officers and enlisted men have been 
reduced. A single claimant could not af- 
ford to employ an attorney, but by uniting 
a great many claims of the same class it 
would be possible to employ the best at- 
torneys. It was in this manner that An- 
sell & Bailey were enabled to devote their 
time to the Smith, Lockhart & Co. cases 
and employ a firm of chartered accountants 
to examine the books of the bankrupt con- 
cern. This is the only method by- which 
the officers and men of the Services will 
be able to receive any legal! relief from 
the Comptroller General’s decisions. It 
is with this idea in view that the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL offers to handle their 
cases. 

It is true that a joint committee of the 
Services is preparing recommendations 
for legislation to give the Services some 
relief. It will be observed, however, that 
the Comptroller General has announced 
that he will welcome any efforts in this 
direction. In all of his manifestoes the 
Comptroller General insists that he is a 
representative of Congress. He is a crea- 
ture of Congress. The Comptroller Gen- 
eral knows that he will be among friends 
when any legislation comes up in Con- 
gress which will seriously affect his status. 


Constitution Apparently Ignored 


MvUcH can be said against the consti- 
tutionality of those provisions of the 
act of June 10, I9Z1, which were relied 
upon by the Comptroller General as estab- 
lishing him in the exercise of a jurisdic- 
tion in which he is entirely independent of 
the Chief Executive and responsible only 
to Congress. The act provides for his ap- 
pointment, as the Constitution requires, 
by the President by and with the consent 
of the Senate, but, contrary to the deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court and generally 
established principles of our government, 
the act undertakes to prescribe that his re- 
moval can take place only by joint reso- 
lution of the two Houses of Congress. 

The power of appointment lodged by the 
Constitution in the President has gener- 
ally been deemed a matter of constitutional 
principle that carried with it and estab- 
lished likewise in the President the power 
of removal for cause. 

The act, it is true, does provide that 
the General Accounting Office, of which 
the Comptroller General is the head, “shall 
be independent of the Executive Depart- 
ment,” but the RWxecutive departments, 
while contemplated by the Constitution, 
are nevertheless creatures of Congress. 
There can well be room for argument 
to sustain the constitutionality of such a 
provision in respect of the head of the 
several departments, but the Chief Execu- 
tive and his functions are created and de- 
fined by the Constitution itself, the Presi- 
dent being the Chief of the Executive De- 
partment, which department, Congress and 
the Judiciary constitutes the three great 
branches. of the Government which were 
established by the Constitution and made 
equal, co-ordinate and independent. 

On legal principle and preference, as 
well as in the light of historic fact, an 
act would be justly subject to challenge if 
it should undertake to create an officer not 
of the legislative or judicial departments 
independent of the Chief Executive. As 
has been pointed out, however, the act does 
not in turn make any such provision. 

But aside from legal theory itself, our 
judgment is that Congress will not be dis- 
posed either to make any corrections 1n the 
organic act or by its legislation to correct 
a decision of the Comptroller General even 
where it may appear to be clearly wrong. 

The general answer of Congress, even to 
the President, will be that if the decisions 
of the Comptroller General are not ac- 
cording to law, the courts are open for 
the final determination of évery just claim, 
and that such claims should be presented 
to the courts rather than to Congress. 
For this purpose the Court of Claims has 
heen constituted, but it has been used very 
little by the Services because there were 
not adequate facilities for classifying and 
consolidating the small claims that are 
held by the members of the Services. 


Congress Upholding Comptroller 


HERE is no doubt that the leaders of 

CongreSs, especially those who pose as 
economists, will support the Comptroller 
General. The Comptroller General will 
submit to Congress a report of the millions 
of dollars which he has stricken from the 
allowances and the pay of the officers and 
enlisted men. That he has defied the plain 
provisions of the law will not concern 
Congress so much as the record of reduc- 


tions in the expenses of the government 
that he will submit. It is known that such 
a report is now being prepared to be sub- 
mitted to Congress. ‘This is why the 
Comptroller General is continually sug- 
gesting that the departments go to Con- 
gress. He is not mentioning the courts ip 
any of his communications. 

But perhaps the strongest argument that 
will be made in support of the Comptroller 
General, if any real legislation reaches the 
floor of the House affecting his status, will 
be that he is part of the budget system. 
The Republican leaders are attempting to 
make much political capital of the Budget 
act and its operation. It will be recalled 
that the President showed great econo- 
mies through the operation of the budget. 
‘he Comptroller General claims to be part 
of the budget, and, in fact, his office was 
created by the same act that authorized 
the budget system. Even if Congress were 
disposed to give the Services any real re- 
lief, it would hesitate to pass any legisla- 
tion that would have the appearance of 
amending the Budget act. 

But assuming that Congress would pass 
legislation to correct some of the decisions 
of the Comptroller General, it could not 
cover the entire field. When the Pay act 
was written the Comptroller General was 
asked to pass upon its provisions so that 
he could indicate any provisions of doubt- 
ful construction. With the representa- 
tives of the different Services a commit- 
tee from the Comptroller’s office went over 
the bill section by section and paragraph 
by paragraph. A day and a half was 
spent reviewing the bill and it was as- 
sumed that the Comptroller had straight- 


‘ened out any provision having a doubtful 


construction. 

Yet the print of the first legal copy of 
the act was scareely dry before the Comp- 
troller General, in a series of decisions, 
began to pick apart the Pay act. In a 
few months he had virtually repealed some 
of the important provisions and reversed 
the decision of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury of years’ standing. With his de- 
fiant attitude towards even the decisions 
of the Supreme Court:in construing the 
laws of Congress, there is no assurance 
that even Congress, however, will be dis- 
— to give the Services any permanent 
reilletr, 

The courts are the only channels through 
which the Services can obtain justice, and 
the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL is ready to 
co-operate in this direction. 


Pacifists Announce an Active 
Propaganda 


HE National Council for the Pre- 

vention of War, of which Mr. Fred- 

erick J. Libby is the executive sec- 
retary, is determined to carry on with 
renewed vigor its vicious campaign against 
adequate national defense. 

In a bulletin issued a few days ago it 
is announced that “Law--Not War, the 
words that embody our civilization’s only 
hope of survival,” will be the slogan from 
Eastport to San Diego the week-end of 
July 28-29. 

The bulletin also goes on to say, among 
other things, “Sentiment against war is 
strong here, even though not so strong as 
among the masses of Europe, where the 
suffering from war has been very great. 
But sentiment will not end war. Ma- 
chinery must be set up for settling pacific- 
ally all disputes that may arise between 
nations, and publie opinion must be built 
up that will support the decisions reached, 
hence the slogan, Law—Not War.” 

The bulletin goes on to state how the 
various members of great national organi- 
zations supporting the National Council 
for Prevention of War can help. They 
are advised to choose the most competent 
men and women in the community to take 
part in an active propaganda to influence 
editors to use appropriate editorials set- 
ting forth their views, and also to send 
telegrams, letters, resolutions, etc., to the 
President, members of the Cabinet and to 
Senators and members of the House of 
Representatives and others of influence. 

Posters bearing the words, “Law—Not 
War,” have been printed, and it is ad- 
vised that these be posted in windows and 
on the wind shields of automobiles, on 
fences and trees and in street cars— 
everywhere. 

The price of these posters, which can be 
supplied by the council, is given, and also 
that of “fliers” for distribution at meet- 
ings, as well as a two-color picture poster 
showing law banishing war. 

It is also advocated that meetings to 
educate on the meaning of the slogan 
should be held everywhere, and it is fur- 
ther advised that radio speeches be ar- 
ranged for long in advance; also street 


mectings, pageants, parades, luncheons and 
dinners for the purpose of destroying na- 
tional defense. ‘oy balloons carrying pen- 
nants bearing the slogan, “Law — Not 
War.” can be liberated in the parks, the 
bulletin announces, and it also suggests 
what can be discussed at various meet- 
ings. Last, but not least, an appeal for 
funds is made by the bulletin. 

How “Law” can be made effective with- 
out “Force” behind it the National Coun- 
cil for the Prevention of War does not ex- 
plain in its bulletin. 

It behooves all patriotic persons, both 
men and women, who believe in an ade- 
quate national defense to be prepared to 
combat the efforts of silly, misguided and 
unpatriotic pacifists.

Memorial Erected to 
Lost Army Fliers 


MEMORIAL to Col. F. C. Marshall, 

Cay., and Lt. C. lL. Webber. A.S., U. 
S.A.. who lost their lives in December, 
1922, while in aerial flight between San 
Diego, Calif.. and Nogales, Ariz., was re- 
cently erected on the spot in the Cuya- 
maca mountains, where the _ ill-fated 
plane crashed.

In the conerete base was placed a cop- 
per tube containing a copy of the San 
Diego Union of Dee. 8, 1922, which gave 
the first news of the lost officers; and an- 
other copy of the same paper of May 13, 
1923, which gave the first account of the 
finding of the lost plane; a Masonic calen- 
dar for 1923; a list of the officers and 
warrant officers on duty at Rockwell 
Field. and a list of all the employees at 
the Rockwell Field Depot.

Navy Notes 


B* the explosion of a bomb aboard the 

Danish cruiser Geyser on May 25 dur- 
ing a lecture in connection with the naval 
maneuvers in the Smaalands Sea, South 
Zeeland, some 58 of the ship’s complement 
were wounded. They were mostly officers 
and petty officers, and included the com- 
mander of the Geyser. Capt. Godfred 
Hansen, a well known Arctic explorer, 
who was in a serious condition. Many of 
the wounded were severely hurt, and all 
were removed to hospital at Vordingborg. 
The explosion occurred during the prepa- 
ration of a demonstration in liquid phos- 
phorus smoke bombs. All except the sec- 
ond officers of all vessels participating in 
the maneuvers, including nine torpedo- 
boats, six submarines, and five others, were 
aboard the Geyser for the purpose of the 
demonstration, which was the outcome of 
experiments during the early part of the 
year. It is believed that one of the phos- 
phorus bombs for some reason exploded, 
firing the others, and spraying liquid 
phosphorus over all around. The cruiser 


be transferred to torpedoboats and carried 
to Masnedsund, and thence by rail and 
motors to Vordingborg Hospital and the 
Copenhagen Marine Hospital. One of the 
injured men had over 50 wounds on the 
face and head. 


ITH the aid of the U.S. Navy, the U. 

S. Government began an _ investiga- 
tion at Vineyard Haven, Mass., June 26, 
into the wreck of the alleged rum-runner 
John Dwight, sunk April 6, 1923, in Vine- 
yard Sound with a loss of eight men. The 
wreck lies at a depth of 100 feet and the 
U.S.S. Falcon, from the navy yard, New 
York, has arrived at the scene with divers 
aboard to ascertain if possible the cause of 
the wreck. The officers of the Falcon, 
which is a mine sweeper, have been fur- 
nished with detailed information collected 
by civil authorities in a recent investiga- 
tion. 


Navy Aviation Notes 


CCORDING to advices from McCook 

Field, deliveries of parachutes will 
soon be made for issue to naval air units. 
Announcement has been made by the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics that Mr. J. J. Cough- 
lin of the naval aircraft factory will visit 
the various naval air units and stations 
and will conduct parachute classes of in- 
struction. 

The air detail for the new U.S.S. Rich- 
mond which will shortly be placed in com- 
mission will consist of Lts. H. B. SaAllada 
and D. Ketcham and seven enlisted men, 
all of whom are now in training at Phila- 
delphia. Lt. W. M. Fellers, designer of 
the present type of catapult with which 
the Richmond is equipped, will be tempo- 
rarily assigned to duty on the Richmond 
while this vessel is cruising in foreign 
waters this summer. 

It. Comdr. M. A. Mitscher and Lt. 
David Rittenhouse, U.S.N., tested out last 
week the first UO-1 at the naval aircraft 
factory, Philadelphia. Although the test 
was a hurried one, both officers declared 
that the ship was an excellent machine and 
they were highly optimistic as to its capa- 
bilities. 

The Navv Department has again assigned 
Comdr. Mitscher to direct the operations 
of the Pulitzer race team and the Navy 
entrants for this race will shortly begin 
active training for this event. 

In order to acquaint more thoroughly 
the naval aviators in training at Pensa- 
cola with aerial navigation a more ad- 
vanced course has been added as a part 
of the course of instruction. The out- 
standing features of the new course in- 
elude lengthy seaplane trips out of sight 
of land over the Gulf of Mexico and the 
adjusting of the plane’se position by sex- 
tant obesrvation of the sun.

The severe shake-out which the stock mar- 
ket suffered last week has substantially im- 
proved the technical position. A large part 
of the selling was in anticipation of unpleas- 
ant occurrences concerning which it was im- 

ssible to determine the scope. When the 
ailure of two large Stock Exchange houses 
actually took place the worst was known and 
the market expressed its relief by moderate 
rally. There is more justification for ex- 
pression of bullishness at the present level 
of security prices than has been felt for a 
number of weeks. The bargain hunter has 
an opportunity to pick up high yield invest- 
ments, and also has a reasonably good chance 
of seeing an appreciation of principal, per- 
haps, by autumn, 


Business at Peak. 


The tone of this column has been bearish 
since early spring, with the exception of the 
outlook for the rails and a few specialties. 
This attitude has not meant to imply that the 
belief is held business is entirely going to 
pot. There is a distinction between bearish- 
ness in connection with security prices and 
relating to business conditions. 

What has been meant is that the business 
boom has already reached its peak, and with- 
out consistent reports of gain in various lines 
of activity there are no arguments for ad- 
vancing security prices. further. Moreover, 
stocks not only sold at levels earlier in the 
year which discounted peak business condi- 
tions, but went further and discounted greater 
activities which it was presumed would fol- 
low. When it was generally realized the 
limit of production had been reached a re- 
action in stocks was inevitable. 

The outlook for business itself is not. dis- 
couraging from present levels. Activities gen- 
erally are considerably below March records 
and it should not be difficult to continue the 
Present rate for the time being. It is con- 
ceivable that a seasonal increase will take 
place in the fall, especially in retail mer- 
chandise trade. Also, because of the reaction 
in security prices it is conceivable that a 
general rally will accompany the announce- 
ment of business gains at that time. Not- 
withstanding a more stable outlook indiscrimi- 
mate purchases should not be engaged in. 


Business is at high tide and it may remain 
close to that mark for several months, but it 
certainly is not likely to advance, except in 
isolated cases, and this being due to seasonal 
influences, as stated. 


Safe Investment for Income. 


The outlook for the railroads alone is reason- 
ably certain enough of a favorable nature ‘to 
warrant concentrating purchases in that 
group, and while seasonal influences and tech- 
nical readjustment of the market may result in 
rallies elsewhere, the rails afford ample oppor- 
tunities at considerable less risk. 

For those requiring investments for income, 
where safety of principal is a prime considera- 
tion, St. Louis San Francisco Prior 4s, 1950, 
at about 67, yielding about 6.70 per cent., and 
Baltimore & Ohio refunding 5s, 1995, at about 
81%, yielding about 6.15 per cent., are attrac- 
tive. For the investor who wishes to include 
the possibility of appreciation of principal the 
following railroad stocks are suggested: N.Y. 
Central, Atchison, Southern Pacific, Union Pa- 
cific, Illinois Central and Atlantic Coastline. 
Among the non-dividend payers, which should 
he purchased for speculation only, attractive 
buys are found among the following: St. Louis 
San Francisco preferred, Western Maryland 2d 
preferred, Southern Railway, Seaboard Air Line 
preferred, Wheeling & Lake Erie preferred, 
Rock Island and Erie 2d preferred. 

As a second choice, the coppers afford a fair 
opportunity for speculation, the outlook for the 
autumn being encouraging. The better choices 
within this group are Anaconda, Cerro de 
Pasco, Inspiration and Kennecott. 


Foreign Military and 
Naval Matters 


‘THE British army strength for the 

financial year which began in April 
will be 225,000. This is practically the 
total provided last year, says the London 
Army and Navy Gazette, minus the reduc- 
tions and disbandments. Thus the new 
normal indicated in the last estimates is 
reproduced in the new, plus 16,000 native 
troops borne on the establishment. The 
total is made up of 154,000 home and 
colonial troops and 71,000 in India. The 
Inchcape proposals will reduce the latter 
number, but the home total must be re- 
tained as a minimum permanency. This 
is especially essential in view of the de- 
cision not to proceed with the raising of 
the militia in full. The final decision on 
the militia is that it will be formed of 
technical units only. It was hoped that 
it might be possible to reconstitute the in- 


after careful consideration of regular 
army reinforcement he cannot on finan- 
cial grounds proceed with the revival of 
militia battalions. 


I T. GEN. VON ALTROCK of the Ger- 

“ man army, writing in the Militar- 
Wochenblatt on “No More War. Abolish 
the Reichswehr,” says: “These phrases are 
catchwords only too frequently on the lips 
of Social Democrats and others in Ger- 
many. While other nations are increasing 
their armies, Germany, defenseless thanks 
to the Treaty of Versailles, holds demon- 
strations against war. The 100,000 men 
of the Reichswehr, the only army now al- 
lowed to Germany, have become an object 
of popular abuse. If this last bulwark is 
abolished, then Germany will inevitably 
become like Soviet Russia. Let the So- 
cial Democrats and those who demand its 
disappearance take heed in time and rath- 
er divert their efforts to a better channel, 
the reconstruction of their country.” 


IX discussing the proposed improvement 

of the British base at Singapore, the 
Army, Navy and Air Force Gazette of 
London, in a recent issue, said: 

“As to the policy involved in developing 
Singapore as a first-class base, unpalatable 
as this is to certain sections, no good can 
come of refusing to face the facts. In 
the first place, it is not only battleships 
which require docking and fueling facili- 
ties, a point which seems to have escaped 
a great number of those who criticize. 

“For good or evil, we have converted 
our ships into oil burners, and just as our 
forefathers established coaling stations all 
over the world, although the coal came 
from England, so it is necessary to the 
maintenance of what Mr. Amery called 
our Oceanic Commonwealth that we should 
establish oiling stations, the more reason 
for which is that the oil is not to 
found at home. Singapore, as every na- 
val officer knows, is ideally: situated, on 
the main trade routes to and from the 
East. 

“Mr. Asquith, whose opposition to the 
scheme is very short-sighted, would find it 
difficult to support. from their post-war 
writings, his assertion that Lord Fisher 
and Sir Arthur Wilson would have re- 
jected the present Admiralty plans. Even 
before the war, it was Lord Fisher who 
made Singapore the pivot of his Eastern 
fleet, with squadrons in the East Indies, 
China and Australia, and after the experi- 
ence gained during the conflict of the 
importance of well-defended bases, there 
can be no doubt that he would have been 
a supporter of making one at such an im- 
portant strategic center as Singapore.” 


A NEW design of a tent peg puller, 
which is claimed will prevent the 
breakage of tent pegs, is being considered 
by the Infantry Board for adoption.

NAVY.—You apparently moved the automo-

For Infantry or other dis- 
is there such a position as 
for the national or regimental 
colors when with troops at formations, or 
when ‘‘At ease?’’ Please inform if the colors 
may be removed from socket of color-bearer 
when not cased? 

Answer: In Part 2 of the Provisional Infan- 
try Drill Regulations, issued in 1918, there is 
a manual of various positions of the colors 
when with troops. The position of order is 
described as follows: ‘‘At the order, the heel 
of the pike rests on the ground near the right 
toe, the right hand holding the pike in a ver 
tical position.’’ 

T. F. M. asks: To settle an argument which 
has caused the company to split into two fac- 
tions, will you please give the correct ruling 
on the following question: During a manual 
of arms contest A and B remain; the command 
**By the numbers’’ is given, followed by ‘‘Pa- 
rade rest.’’ After ‘‘Attention’’ the command

Answer: While the War Department will 
not render decisions on matters in the Infar 
try Drill Regulations, the following ruling 8 
in effect at the U.S. Military Academy: The 
movement of Parade rest while under arms 8 
considered a part of the manual and does nd 
discontinue the execution of movements by the 
numbers. It will be noted that this movement 
comes under the general heading of. manual 0 
arms in the Infantry Drill Regulations.
